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REPORT OF THE COUNTY COMMISSIONERS. 





Citizens of the County of Hillsborough : 


The commissioners submit the fifty-third report of Hills- 
borough county, containing the reports of the several offi- 
cers of the county for your inspection. 

The average number supported at the almshouse, house 
of correction and insane building was the same as last year. 
There has been an increase of 22 in the insane department 
and a corresponding decrease in the pauper department. 
At the present time we have 180 insane and feeble minded 
- to care for. Nearly all the increase in this department 
are those that have been at the N. H. asylum at Concord 
and have been pronounced incurables, and we have had 
them removed to the farm as they can be taken care of at 
a considerable less expense to the county. 

There has been a decrease in the expenditures at the 
farm during the past year under the supervision of Mr. 
and Mrs. H. K. Libbey, who with all officers connected 
with the institution we wish to thank for the interest taken 
in the welfare of the unfortunates that are obliged to be 
there and the economical management of the institution. 

The hospital at Grasmere has continued under the 
charge of Frank Blaisdell, M. D., who has always taken 
great interest and care of those needing his professional 
services, and the citizens of the county can feel that this 
department is in good hands. 

The spiritual welfare of the inmates has been under the 
instructions and guidance of Fr. David Fitzgerald as chap- 
lain of the Catholic inmates and Rev. J. A. Bailey and 
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officers of the Young Men’s Christian Association of Man- 
chester, who have kindly furnished speakers when re- 
quired. Over 1500 persons have visited the institution 
during the past year, and the commissioners desire all per- 
sons that are interested in the institution, especially those 
that have friends there, to visit it at their convenience. 

The county delegation at the last session of the legisla- 
ture appropriated $20,000 for the building of an annex to 
the insane building; also a laundry building. 

The commissioners have caused to be built an addition 
to the insane building, which has given us room to accom- 
modate a large number that we would have been obliged 
to maintain at the N. H. asylum at Concord; also relieved 
the crowded condition of the main building and enabled 
us to separate to a certain extent the different classes of 
insane. The laundry building is of brick, two stories. It 
was very much needed as the dry and ironing rooms were 
in the basement of the main building and were injurious 
to the health of the inmates. In order to heat the build- 
ings properly we were obliged to put in larger boilers 
which has been done all within the limits of the appropri- 
ation. 

The aid furnished the poor at their homes in the cities 
and towns in the county has decreased during the past 
_year and was less than any year since 1893, notwithstand- 
ing the amendment of the pauper law in 1897, so that 
nearly all ‘‘formerly’’ city and town poor became county 
charges. 

Many aged and infirm women have been put into the 
several benevolent institutions in Manchester at their own 
request rather than go to the almshouse at Grasmere. We 
believe they have good care and attention at a less expense 
to the county. 

During the past year the commissioners have found sev- 
eral permanent homes in families for children and have 
not increased the expense in this department. 
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We wish to thank the overseers of the poor in the sev- 
eral towns and cities for their cooperations with us in 
caring for the poor and unfortunates. 

The county delegation at the last session of the legisla- 
ture appointed a committee of five persons with authority 
to secure plans for a suitable court house at Nashua, N. 
H., and the probable cost of same. The commissioners at 
the request of this committee issued a call for the county 
delegation to meet in convention at Nashua, May 9, 1899, 
atioa.m. At that timé it was voted to accept the report 
of and discharge the committee and the matter of a new 
court house be indefinitely postponed. The county com- 
missioners were authorized to pay the members of the con- 
vention for their attendance and travel, and the special 
committee be reimbursed for their time and expenses in- 
curred. A committee was appointed to adjust the claims 
which amounted to $612.39, which the commissioners have 
paid. 


JAIL. 


This institution continues under the same management, 
Captain and Mrs. Wadsworth. As we have stated in our 
former reports, we believe the inmates are well cared for 
and the county has a kind officer at the head of this insti- 
tution. 


FINANCIAIL CONDITION OF THE COUNTY. 


For the financial condition of the county we would re- 
fer you to the treasurer’s report, which shows an increase 
of the indebtedness of the county during the past year. A 
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special appropriation of $20,000 was made at the last ses- 
sion of the legislature; $10,000 to be raised by taxation in 
1900 and $10,000 in 1901, for additional buildings at Gras- 
mere. The sum of $17,073.26 has been expended and is 
charged in the miscellaneous expenses of this year. 

The general expenditures of the county have steadily 
increased during the past few years. ‘The county’s net 
indebtedness has increased from $278,069.11 December 31, 
1896, to $320,180.04 December 31, 1899. ‘There has been 
an increase of the county tax from $136,000 in 1896-1897 
to $155,000 in 1898-1899, and in r900 and 1gor the county 
tax will be $186,000 each year. ‘Twelve thousand dollars 
of this increase is accounted for by establishing a ‘‘Sinking 
Fund’’ as the county has the option of retiring a part of 
its bonds in 1904 and $10,000 being one-half the cost of 
the new buildings erected as Grasmere, leaving each year 
$9,000 additional to meet the increase of the general ex- 
penses of the county. 


If the citizens of the county will carefully examine the 
county reports for the past five years that part of the gen- 
eral expenditures of the county coming under the direction 
of the commissioners or in which they are in any way fre- 
sponsible for shows a decrease since 1895 and nearly $5000 
less than 1897 and 1898. You should keepin mind “‘The 
poor you have always with you.’’ ‘The large increase of 
the expenditures is due to the judicial department of the 
county for which the commissioners are in no way respon- 
sible. The taxpayers of the county should remember we 
have a large county with a valuation of nearly one-third 
of the whole state and our courts are in session nearly 
every working day in the year. We believe the expenses 
of this county are as low as other counties in this state, 
taking into consideration the amount of business transacted 
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and the officers of the county have in mind that the tax- 
payers have to pay these expenditures and strive to keep 
them down as low as possible.

SULICHOR'S REPORT. 





To the Honorable Board of Comm<*ssioners for the Conan 
of Hillsborough - 


The affairs of the office of Solicitor during the period 
from December 31, 1898 to December 31, 1899 have pro- 
ceeded quietly and with no unusual circumstance. There 
still exists among some members of the community a ten- 
dency to commit crime; and so long as this tendency con- 
tinues to be illustrated by so constant a succession of 


‘criminal acts as the past year has witnessed, the Solicitor 


for this county will not Jack for work to do. At the close 
of the year 1898 there were twenty-two cases which were 


carried forward to the January term docket of 1899. At 


that (January) term one hundred and thirty-seven indict- 
ments were returned by the Grand Jury, and six Police 
Court appealed cases were entered; at the May term 
ninety-six indictments were returned and three appealed 
cases were entered; at the September term one hundred 
and twenty-five indictments were returned, sixteen ap- 
pealed cases were entered and two informations were filed, 
making a total of three hundred and eighty-five new cases 
to deal with in addition to the twenty-two cases first men- 
tioned. ‘These have all been disposed of by plea, trial, 
and otherwise with the approval of the Court, except five 
cases which will be carried forward to the January term 
docket of r900. In addition to the cases above alluded to, 
fifty complaints and search warrants in liquor cases, re- 
turnable before various Police and Justice Courts, have 
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been drawn and put into the hands of the Sheriff for ser- 
vice. These last named prosecutions have in the main 
been successful and in consequence quite a sum of money 
has been paid to the towns where the Police Courts were 
established, and through the Justices in the other towns 
to the Clerk of the Supreme Court, as his report will show. 
His report will also show that quite a sum of money has 
been received as a result of some of the cases where in- 
dictments were returned, and in which it seemed wise to 
the Court to impose a fine and the payment of costs. — 

All of these moneys have been paid to the Clerk of the 
Court by the Justices or by the parties or their attorneys. 

The civil case of Libbey against this County, referred 
to in my last report, is still undisposed of. One civil suit 
has been brought in behalf of the county upon the de- 
faulted recognizance of Thomas Alexander. This suit 
was entered at the September term and it is likely that 
final judgment will be obtained at the coming January 
term. 

One case, (State v. Fred Belden) was carried to the law 
term by the counsel for the respondent and am opinion 
was rendered by the Judges in favor of the State. In two 
of the cases now remaining upon the State docket, 
questions have been raised by the defense for the con- 
sideration of the whole Court, and it is probable that 
opinions in these two cases will be handed down at the 
next March law term. | 

The foregoing is a brief synopsis of my work for the 
past year, and I trust that it will receive your approval.

NOTICE 10 QVERSEERS OF THE POOR. 


To the Overseers of the Poor of the Cities and Several Towns 
in Ffillsborough County; 


Your attention is directed to an Act of 1897, in amend- 
ment of Section 6 of Chapter 83 of the Public Statutes of 
New Hampshire as follows, viz: 

“No town shall be liable for the support of any person, 
unless he, or the person under whom he derives his set- 
tlement, shall have wholly gained a settlement therein 
during the ten years last preceding the date of application 
for support.’’ 

Also Sections 2, 5 and 6 of Chapter 85 of the Public 
Statutes, as. follows: * 

SECTION 2. The County Commissioners may make 
needful orders and regulations for the removal of county 
paupers to the county poor farm, or any other place by 
them designated ; and no town shall be entitled to com- 
pensation for the support of a county pauper after notice 
of, and neglect to comply with such order, 

SECTION 5. The Overseers of the Poor shall take and 
transmit to the County Commissioners, within thirty days 
after the expenditures were made, the affidavit of every 
pauper on whose account they were made, if the pauper is 
capable, otherwise of some well informed person, as to the 
pauper’s age, place of birth, places of residence, time of 
residence in each place, and the time when and the place 
where he or any of his family have been relieved or sup- 
ported. 
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SECTION 6. It shall be the duty of the County Com- 
missioners to contract with the Overseers of the Poor of a 
Town for the support of any County paupers therein who 

_have resided for a long time or haye local associations in 

such town and desire to remain there, if it is thought best 
to do so, and the cost of such support wz7/l not exceed one 
dollar and fifty cents a week for each pauper. 

We would also call your attention to Chapter 84, Sec- 
tions 9, 10, 11, and request you to see that the provisions 
of said statutes are complied with before furnishing aid at 
the expense of the County. 

You are requested to present to the County Commission- _ 
ers during the first week of each term of Court, all item- 
ized claims in duplicate, which your Town or City may 
have against the County, accompanied by proper vouchers. 
for all payments charged therein, and an affidavit of the 
claimant or some one in his behalf, that the same is a just 
and true account. See Sections 9, 10, 11, Chapter 27 of 
the General Statutes. 





PUBLIC. STATUTES 


CHAPTER 84. 


LAWS IN RELATION TO AID FURNISHED TO INDIGENT © 
SOLDIERS, AND PROVIDING FOR ENTRANCE TO THE 
SOLDIERS’HOME IN CERTAIN CASES. 


SECT. 9. Whenever,any person resident in this state, 
who enlisted in the quota of this state, and was reckoned 
and served as a soldier or sailor from New Hampshire in 
the army or navy of the United States, in the War of the 
Rebellion, and who received an honorable discharge, not 
being under guardianship or legal restraint, shall become 
poor and unable to provide maintenance for himself and 
dependent family, such person, his wife, widow or minor 
children, or such of the children as are unable to maintain 
themselves, shall be supported at the public expense in the 
town or city of their abode, at their own home or any such 
place, other than a town or county almshouse, as the over- 
seers of the poor or county commissioners shall deem right 
or proper, but no person shall receive aid under the pro- 

visions of this section unless he has resided in this state 
' three years or more before making application for such 
aid; and no person shall, while receiving aid under the 
provisions of this section, use intoxicating liquor to an ex- 
tent, which shall render him incapable of working at his 
usual occupation; and no person receiving aid under the 
provisions of this section shall sell any article furnished 
him, nor exchange them for intoxicating liquors, nor share 
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any such aid with any persons other than those above 
named as being entitled to the benefit of these provisions. 
Any person receiving aid under the provisions of this sec- 
tion, who receives a pension from the United States gov- 
ernment, shall, while receiving such aid, apply the pension 
to the support of himself and dependent family, and shall, . 
when requested, furnish to the overseers of the poor or the 
county commissioners satisfactory proof that such pension. 
has been so applied. Any person applying for such aid, 
shall, when requested, furnish to the county commission- 
ers or the overseers of the poor the certificate of a’reputa- 
ble physician, resident in the county in which he lives, as 
to the incapacity on his part to perform manual labor. 
Neglect by any person applying for or receiving aid under 
the provisions of this section to comply with the foregoing 
provisions and conditions of this section so far as such per- 
son is concerned, and such person may be supported at the 
town or connty almshouse. , 


Sect. 10, The expense of support furnished under the 
provisions of the preceding section shall be kept and re- 
ported in a separate account under the head of “‘Aid 
furnished to dependent soldiers and their families,,’ and 
not in the general pauper account, but shali be recovera- 
ble of the person, town or county liable therefor as in other 
cases.* : Ps 

Sect. tr. The county commissioners or the overseers 
of the poor of any town may require any person applying 
for aid under the provisions of section 9 of this chapter, 
who is eligible for admission, to make application for ad- 
mission to the New Hampshire Soldiers’ Home, in case 
he has no family or settled place of abode, whenever in 
their discretion they deem it best ; and if such person re-- 
fuses to make such application, cor if admitted refuses to

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go to said Soldiers’ Home, the county or town shall be re- 
lieved from the provisions of the two preceding sections so 
far as such person is concerned, and he may be supported 
at the county or town almshouse. 


AID TO PERSONS QUARANTINED. 


It sometimes becomes necessary to assist a family when 
quarantined on account of scarlet fever, diphtheria, etc., 
by reason of its being deprived’of the opportunity to earn 
wages, or from other causes, and to provide for which the 
following law was enacted by the last legislature, and ap- 
proved March 11, 3899: 

SECTION 1. Whenever any person or family is placed 
in quarantine by a board of health, to protect the public 
against smallpox, scarlet fever, diphtheria, or any other 
dangerous, infectious or contagious disease, it shall be the 
duty of said board to assist such person or family while in 
quarantine in such manner as in the judgment of the board 
may be deemed wise or necessary. 

SECT. 2. All expenses thus incurred, or such part 
thereof as the board may determine, shall be deemed a le- 
gitimate expenditure for the protection of the public health 


and shall be charged to the account of incidental expenses, 


but not to any indigent or pauper account, nor shall such 
expenditure be construed to mean a public aid to the per- 
son or persons so quarantined and assisted, unless such 
person or persons are already paupers as defined by the 
Public Statutes. 

The above law would seem to solve, in a thoroughly 
satisfactory way, a question which heretofore has been 
considerable of a problem in some localities. ‘The entire 
matter is left to the judgment of the local board of health, 
and whatever aid the board may deem to be wise and nec- 
essary to extend to the families in question must be paid 


‘by the town and charged up as provided for in section 2. 
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
